Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  send  in  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Llangyfelach 
District  of  the  Swansea  Rural  District  Council  for  the  year  1908. 

Population. 

A new  factor  has  cropped  up  during  the  year  which  still 
further  interferes  with  the  ordinary  estimation  of  the  population, 
viz.  : The  building  of  a new  branch  railway  of  the  Great 
Western  System. 

A new  lot  of  navvies  have  been  imported  into  the  district, 
and  through  the  kind  help  of  Dr.  D.  W.  Morgan,  I have  been 
enabled  to  arrive  at  a fairly  satisfactory  solution  of  the  question.

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Births. 

In  the  year,  323  children  were  born,  of  whom  175  were 
males  and  148  were  females — this  gives  a birth  rate  of  28*6  per 
1,000  for  the  year,  again  confirming  the  same  story  that  has  had 
to  be  repeated  for  the  past  few  years  throughout  most  of  Europe 
with  the  sole  exception  of  Ireland. 

The  story  for  our  district  continues  to  confirm  the  fact  that 
we  are  lessening  in  the  annual  number  of  births,  for  during  the 
past  ten  years  the  birth  rate  was  31*1  per  1,000  this  year  it  was 
28*5  per  1, coo,  hence  we  are  2*8  per  i,coo  below  our  average. 

Clase  : The  total  births  for  Clase  was  131  — 80  males  and 
51  females,  giving  a birth  rate  of  28*0  per  1,000 -this  shows 
we  are  z'i  per  1,000  lower  than  for  the  past  ten  years. 

Llansamlet  : The  total  births  were  192 — of  whom  95 
were  males  and  97  females — this  gives  a birth  rate  of  zg'i  per 
i,oco,  and  when  compared  with  the  average  rate  for  the  past  ten 
years  we  are  still  losing  ground,  for  we  are  3*1  per  1,000  lower 
than  we  were  10  years  ago. 

Deaths. 

The  number  registered  was  152.  Males  71,  females  81  — 
producing  a death  rate  of  13*5  per  1,000.  Last  year  it  was  very 
close,  viz.,  13*4  per  1,000,  and  compared  with  the  average  for  the 
past  ten  years,  we  are  to  the  good,  viz.,  1*3  per  r,ooo  below. 

In  Clase  the  deaths  were  77,  of  whom  40  were  males  and 
37  females— giving  a death  rate  of  16*5  per  i,ooo.  We  are, 
therefore,  i*8  higher  than  last  year;  whereas  we  are  higher  by 
1 ‘5  per  1,000  than  during  the  past  ten  years. 

Llansamlet  produced  75  deaths,  divided  into  31  males  and 
44  females,  with  a death  rate  of  11*3  per  1,000 — hence  Llan. 
samlet  is  0*9  per  1,000  to  the  good,  while  during  the  past  ten 
years  it  was  14*6,  hence  it  was  3^3  per  1,000  on  the  right  side 
when  compared  with  the  ten  years’  average. 

Out  of  the  323  births  for  1908,  40  died  under  12  months, 
and  this  compares  exactly  with  the  number  for  the  year 
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previously,  viz..  40.  This  goes  to  show  that  our  birth  rates  and 
death  rates  of  Infants  keep  pretty  close  for  the  past  few  years. 

Now  that  public  attention  has  been,  and  is  now  being,  con- 
tinually directed  to  this  very  vital  and  important  question,  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  gradual  improvement  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  Mothers  in  the  bringing  up  and  feeding  of  Infants  will 
have  decided  effects  in  lessening  the  death  rates  among  Infants. 

Phthisis  or  Consumption. 

In  Clase  5 deaths  occurred,  giving  a rate  of  1*07  per  1,000, 
this  is  slightly  below  the  average  for  the  ten  years  previously, 
when  it  was  1*49  an<^  below  that  for  last  year,  when  it  was 
8 deaths,  with  a rate  of  1*71  per  tooo. 

Llansamlet  produced  5 deaths,  with  a rate  of  0*75  per 
1,000,  whereas  for  last  year  the  figures  were  4 deaths,  with  a rate 
of  o‘6o  per  1,000. 

For  the  whole  district  the  number  of  deaths  from  Con- 
sumption was  10,  giving  a death  rate  of  o'9i  per  icoo — this  is 
slightly  more  encouraging,  for  whereas  the  average  for  the  past 
ten  years  was  1*26  per  1,0:0.  We  are  0*35  per  1,000  less. 

Heart  Disease. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  be  able  to  speak  of  a slight  lessening 
of  the  number  of  deaths  fiom  Heart  Disease.  For  whereas  in 
1907  the  rate  was  C51  per  1,000,  the  average  for  this  year  comes 
to  1-17  or  0*34  less.  Still  when  compared  with  the  past  ten 
years  we  are  0*94  higher  than  the  average. 

Cancer. 

Last  year  the  statistics  were  0*64  for  Clase  and  0*91  for 
Llansamlet,  while  this  year  we  have  more  pleasant  figures  to 
show,  for  Clase  gives  a rate  of  o*ob,  hence  we  are  0*58  lower  than 
they  were  in  1907  Again  in  Llansamlet  this  year,  the  rate  is 
o-o3  ; whereas  last  year  it  was  0^91  per  1,000 — hence  we  are 
0*88  lower,  and  I trust  it  may  be  my  good  fortune  to  chronicle 
next  year  equally  good  results. 
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Zymotic  Diseases. 

The  deaths  from  these  diseases  were  17 — this  is  a big  jump 
above  that  for  last  year  when  there  were  5 deaths  — the  death 
rate  this  year  comes  to  1*51  per  i,oeo,  whereas  last  year  it  was 
only  0*041  per  1,000. 

Cease  gives  a total  of  9,  with  a rate  of  1*92  per  1.000 — 
this  is  a good  deal  higher  than  it  was  last  year,  when  the  rate 
was  0*22  per  1.000 

Llansamlet  produced  8 deaths,  with  a rate  of  i'22  per  i,coo 
— this  again  is  a good  deal  higher  than  it  was  last  year,  when 
the  rate  was  c*6o. 

M easles  was  the  cause  of  7 deaths — 3 for  Clase  and 
4 for  Llansamlet. 

Whooping  Cough  was  fatal  in  5 cases — all  in  Clase  District. 

3 deaths  were  due  to  Diarrhoea,  one  in  Clase  and  2 in 
Llansamlet  District. 

Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever  wras  only  fatal  in  one  case,  and 
that  in  Llansamlet. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases.  During  the  year 
32  cases  were  notified,  and  this  comes  very  close  to  the  figures 
for  last  year,  when  it  was  33  — thus  having  but  a difference  of 
one. 


The  details  are  : Erysipelas  10 — Clase,  2 ; Llansamlet,  8 ; 

Scarlet  Fever  12 — giving  3 to  Clase,  and  9 to  Llansamlet. 
2 cases  of  Membraneous  Croup  by  the  same  practitioner — both 
Llansamlet.  Diphtheria  6 — 4 in  Clase  and  2 in  Llansamlet,  in 
while  Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever  has  a record  of  2,  both  in 
Clase  District. 

Water  Supply. 

The  number  of  Districts  unsupplied  with  water,  I am  pleased 
to  say,  has  become  lessened  yea**  by  year — for  during  the  past 
year  another  portion  of  the  Llansamlet  district  has  been  supplied 
with  water,  viz.,  Cefn  and  Bonymaen. 
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We  have,  therefore,  but  two  places  left  that  are  without  a 
proper  water  supply,  viz.,  Pantlasse  and  that  portion  of  the  Road 
leading  from  Llangyfelach  to  Morriston  where  recently  several 
new  houses  have  been  built  and  where  there  are  likely  to  be 
more  built.  I should  feel  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  write  in  a 
twelve  months  time  that  these  parts  have  had  their  water,  and 
that  henceforth  I have  no  single  spot  to  complain  of. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Acts. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  inspected  from 
time  to  time  in  accordance  with  the  necessary  regulations  of  the 
Home  Office,  and  to  whom  a copy  has  to  be  sent  every  year. 

We  have  no  Underground  Bakehouses  in  our  district  nor  any 
Outworkers. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908. 

“ Henceforward,  according  to  x\rticle  V.,  a District  Medical 
Officer  within  the  period  of  forty-eight  hours  after  his 
recognition  of  the  symptoms  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
in  the  case  of  a poor  person  upon  whom  he  is  in 
Medical  Attendance,  according  to  his  Agreement  with 
a Board  of  Guardians,  shall,  in  relation  to  the  case 
enter  in  a printed  copy  of  Form  B the  particulars 
therein  required  to  be  set  forth  in  the  Notification,  shall 
sign  the  Notification,  and  shall  address,  and  after 
prepaying  the  postage,  shall  post  the  Notification  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  area  in  which  the 
residence  of  the  poor  person  is  situate.” 

Rainfall. 

Dr.  Hugh  R.  Mill,  the  greatest  authority  in  Great  Britain 
on  British  Rainfall,  states  in  The  Times  for  January  1 6th,  as 
follows: — “ The  fall  for  the  year — a glance  down  the  columns 
shov  s that  the  rainfall  for  the  year  was  below  the  average  at 
most  stations  and  above  the  average  at  only  a few.”  Hence 
though  most  of  England  and  Wales  was  drier  than  usual 
Morriston  was  a very  slight  exception  to  the  rule,  for  whereas 
for  the  past  17  years  our  average  has  been  46*99  this  year,  the 
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total  was  47’o  inches.  The  excess,  however,  is  so  slight,  viz., 
but  oo  oi  inches  that  it  is  hardly  worth  alluding  to  beyond  the 
curiosity. 

For  the  interest  of  Agriculturists  and  others  interested  in 
this  subject  I will  quote  a short  paragraph  from  Dr.  Mill’s 
British  Rainfall  for  1907,  to  show  what  enormous  weights  of 
waterfall  occasionally  in  certain  districts  in  the  kingdom. 

Page  29  thus:  “ From  these  figures  it  appears  that  the  area 
affected  by  falls  of  2 inches  or  over,  and  the  volume  of  rain  that 
fell  upon  them  was  the  same  on  both  days,  but  that  there  was  a 
far  greater  area  with  a rainfall  between  *50  and  roo  inches  on 
the  2 1 st ; the  area  with  less  than  half  an  inch  was  the  same  on 
both  days  - (He  is  here  speaking  about  the  district  of  the  Black 
Mountains  in  Wales  were  severe  thunderstorms  took  place  on 
the  two  days  21  and  22  July) — The  total  volume  of  rain  on  the 
2 1 st  was  333.706  million  gallons,  on  the  22nd  200,461  million 
gallons,  the  total  for  the  two  days  amounting  to  534,167  million 
gallons,  a weight  of  2,385,000,000  Tons,  in  other  words  there 
fell  in  less  than  10  hours,  a weight  equal  to  the  whole  output  of 
British  Coal  in  10  years  !

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Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Llandilo- 
Talybont  Division  for  the  year  1908. 

Area  and  Population. 

The  area  of  the  Llandilo-Talybont  Division  is  21,313  acres, 
and  the  density  of  population  is  1*15  persons  per  acre. 

This  Division  is  nominally  a portion  of  a Rural  District. 
In  reality,  however,  it  is  practically  a combination  of  urban 
districts,  the  vast  majority  of  the  population  living  under  urban 
conditions,  though,  unfortunately,  the  Sanitary  Authority  does 
not  possess  full  urban  powers  Many  urban  powers  have  been 
granted  by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  your  Council,  but 
more  are  required. 

Owing  to  continual  development  of  industries,  the  population 
is  increasing  rapidly  vear  by  year,  and  though  the  erection  of 
dwelling  houses  goes  on  rapidly,  yet  there  is  a constant  demand 
for  more.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-three  new  houses  were 
occupied  during  1908,  and  the  total  number  of  new  houses 

occupied  in  the  Division  during  the  past  five  years  amounts  to 
1,036. 

1 he  estimated  population  of  the  Division  on  30th  June,  1 908, 
was  24,580,  and  the  estimates  for  the  various  sub-districts  were 
as  follows:  - Llandilo-Talybont  Parish,  8,; 80  ; Penderry  Parish, 
3,320;  Swansea  Higher,  portion  of  Cockett  Parish,  4,380; 
Swansea  Lower,  portion  of  Cockett  Parish.  3,010  ; Parish  of 
Loughor  Borough,  3.120;  Gowerton  Parish,  2,470. 
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The  sub-districts  which  show  the  most  rapid  increase  in 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  are  Llandilo-Talybont  and 
Swansea  Lower,  ioi  new  houses  in  the  former  and  40  in  the 
latter  having  been  occupied  during  1908. 


Industries. 

The  chief  industries  of  the  Division  are  Coal  Mining  and 

Steel  and  Tinplate  Manufacture,  and  during  1908,  as  for  many 

y.ars  past,  the  Division  was  in  a very  prosperous  condition. 

During  1908  the  erection  of  a large  galvanising  works  was 

commenced,  and  also  of  an  oxalic  acid  works,  and  1909  will 

witness  a large  extension  of  a tinplate  works,  and  new  colliery 

entei prises.  The  works  situated  in  this  Division  include 

18  collieries,  7 tinplate  works,  3 steel  works.  6 engineering 

works,  5 brick  works,  3 chemical  works,  2 woollen  factories  and 
4 saw  mills. 


Births. 

803  births  were  registered  during  1908  as  compared  with 
an  average  of  664  recorded  in  the  10  preceding  years. 

The  birth  rate  in  1908  was  32* 7 per  1,000,  which  is  0*5  per 
1,000  above  the  average  rate  for  the  ten  years  1898-1907,  and 
is  6*2  per  1,000  higher  than  the  rate  of  26*5  recorded  in 
England  and  Wales  in  1908. 

255  births  were  registered  during  1908  in  Llandilo-Talybont, 

1 17  in  Penderry,  153  in  Swansea  Higher,  85  in  Swansea  Lower, 
135  in  Loughor,  and  58  in  Gowerton. 

The  birth  rates  in  1908  were  as  follows:— Llandilo-Talybont, 
3i‘2  I Penderry,  35*2  ; Swansea  Higher,  34^9  ; Swansea  Lower, 
28*2;  Loughor,  41-9  ; Gowerton,  23  5. 

The  birth  rate  of  Llandilo-Talybont  Parish  fell  short  of 
the  decennial  mean  rate  by  r9  per  1,000,  and  that  of  Gowerton 
by  6*4  per  1.000. 
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The  birth  rate  of  Loughor  exceeded  the  ten  years  average 
by  T9  Per  booo.  ana  that  of  Penderry  showed  an  increase  of 
4 3 Per  Nooo,  whilst  Swansea  Higher  and  Swansea  Lower 
showed  increases  of  2^3  and  1*4  per  1000  respectively. 

Fifteen  male  and  eight  female  illegimates  were  registered 
during  1908,  being  in  the  proportion  of  28*6  per  1,000  registered 
births,  which  is  almost  double  the  average  local  proportion  of 
illegitimates,  though  almost  a third  less  than  the  average  rate 
for  England  and  W ales. 

The  number  of  males  was  very  much  in  excess  of  that  of 
females -423  of  the  former  and  380  of  the  latte  r,  a proportion  of 
1 1 13  males  to  1,000  females.

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Deaths, 


365  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Llandilo-Talybont 
Division  during  1908  as  compared  with  an  average  of  288 
recorded  in  the  ten  preceding  years 

The  uncorrected  death  rate  was  14-8  per  1,000  which  is  o*8 
per  1,000  higher  than  the  mean  rate  for  the  preceding  ten  years, 
and  o*i  per  1,000  higher  than  the  rate  of  14*7  per  1,000  recorded 
in  England  and  Wales  in  1908. 

10  deaths  of  “ Residents”  occurred  in  Hospitals,  Asylums 
and  Workhouses  situated  outside  the  Division,  and  as  110  deaths 
of  “Non-Residents”  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  Public 
Institutions  situated  within  the  Division,  the  nett  number  of 
deaths  belonging  to  this  Division  was  375.  The  nett  death 
rate  in  1908  was  15*2  per  i,ooo,  which  is  o*8  per  1,000  above  the 
average  rate  of  14-4  recorded  in  the  10  years  1898-1907,  an 
excess  which  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  mortality  arising 
from  an  epidemic  of  measles  Part  of  the  apparent  rise  in  the 
death  rate  may  be  due  to  under-estimation  of  the  population, 
for  so  great  has  been  the  increase  in  the  number  of  lodgers  that 
the  average  number  of  inmates  per  house  is  higher  now  than  at 
last  census. 

The  nett  death  rate  in  1908  was  0*5  per  1,000  higher  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  rrrnm  TTntn  nMhiilln  over 
deaths  in  1908,  however  is  very  much  greater  in  this  Division 
than  in  England  and  Wales,  the  excess  being  17*5  per  1000  in 
this  Division  and  only  11*8  in  England  and  Wales.  The  falling 
birth  rate  and  the  falling  death  rate  in  England  and  Wales 
neutraliselj  each  other  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales  being  the  same  in  1908  and  1898,  viz.:  1 r8, 
though  the  death  rate  in  1898  was  i7’5  and  in  1908  only  14*7. 

The  death  rates  for  the  sub-districts  were  as  follows : — 
Llandilo-Talybont,  15-9;  Penderry,  17-8,-  Swansea  Higher, 
13-5;  Swansea  Lower,  15’ 3 ; Loughor,  15-8  ; Gowerton,  1 2*1. 
The  rates  for  Loughor  and  Gowerton  differ  very  little  from  the 
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mean  rates  of  the  preceding  io  years  ; Swansea  Higher  shows  a 
fall  of  2 0 per  r,ooo  ; whilst  Penderry,  Swansea  Lower 
and  Llandilo-Talybont  show  increases  of  4*0,  r8  and  1*7 
respectively.  Part  of  the  increase  in  the  Llandilo-Talybont 
death  rate  is  due  to  an  epidemic  of  measles  ; the  remainder  is 
mainly  due  to  the  large  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  from 
violence,  which  comprised  2 cases  of  suicide,  1 of  manslaughter, 
and  5 of  various  forms  of  accidents.  The  increase  in  the  death 
rate  of  Swansea]  Lower  is  probably  due  to  the  rapid  influx  of  a 
working  class  population  into  a district  which  formerly  contained 
a very  large  proportion  of  wealthy  families  with  numerous 
servants  at  ages  of  low  mortality.  This  change  in  the  character 
of  the  population  of  Swansea  Lower  is  also  indicated  by  a slight 
rise  in  the  birth  rate.  The  large  increase  in  the  Penderry  death 
rate  was  not  due  to  any  abnormal  prevalence  of  zymotic  disease 
or  any  abnormal  infant  mortality,  bat  merely  one  of  the 

customary  variations  that  occur  in  the  death  rates  of  a small 
area. 

It  will  be  observed  on  comparision  of  Tables  I and  II  that 
the  three  sub-districts  which  have  the  lowest  mean  death  rates 
have  also  the  lowest  mean  birth  rates.  Phe  tendency  of  a 
high  birth  rate  to  produce  a high  death  rate  owing  to  the  very 
high  mortality  amongst  children  under  5 years  has  been  often 
asserted  and  often  denied  It  is  worth  pointing  out  that  the 
average  annual  natural  increase  of  population  by  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  is  21-4  per  1000  in  Loughorand  only  1 3-3  in  Swansea 
Lower,  and  17  3 in  Gowerton,  though  Loughor  has  the  highest 
death  rate  in  my  district,  and  Swansea  Lower  and  Gowerton 
have  the  two  lowest  death  rates. 

The  zymotic  death  rate  was  o*8i  per  1000  in  1908  as  compared 
with  a mean  rate  of  1*19  recorded  in  the  10  years  preceding. 
The  zymotic  rate  recorded  in  England  and  Wales  in  1908  was 
1*29.  The  following  are  the  details  of  the  zymotic  death  rate 
of  the  Division  measles,  0-49;  diphtheria,  0-24;  whooping 
cough,  0*04;  enteric  fever,  0-04  ; small  pox,  scarlet  fever, 
typhus  fever,  simple  fever,  and  diarrhoea,  nil.  Measles  was 
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considerably  and  diphtheria  slightly  above  the  average,  but 
the  others  were  much  below  the  average.  Table  IV  shows  that 
each  sub-district  had  a zymotic  rate  of  less  than  rco  except 
Loughor  which  stood  at  2*48.  Swansea  Lower  zymotic  death 
rate  in  1908  was  nil. 

The  death  rate  from  phthisis  (or  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs) 
was  1*14  which  is  almost  identical  with  the  decennial  mean  rate 
of  1*13  per  1000.  None  of  the  sub-districts  showed  a very  high 
phthisis  death  rate  in  1908  (see  Table  VI).  28  deaths  were  due 
to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  12  to  other  forms  of  tubercular 
disease,  so  that  the  total  death  rate  from  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  was  r62  per  1000. 

Of  the  37 5 deaths  registered  during  last  year,  148  or  39*7 
per  cent  occurred  under  the  age  of  5 years,  and  102  or  27-2  per 
cent  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year.  Seventy-five  deaths 
or  20  per  cent  of  the  whole  occurred  over  the  age  of  65,  and  of 
those  20  were  at  or  over  the  age  of  80,  the  highest  ages  recorded 
being  91,  94,  96  and  98. 

The  102  deaths  registered  under  the  age  of  one  year 
represent  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  127  per  1000  births 
registered,  which  is  almost  identical  with  the  mean  rate  of  128 
recorded  during  the  10  preceding  years.  The  rate  of  infantile 
mortality  in  England  and  Wales  in  1908  was  121.  The  rate  of 
infantile  mortality  during  1908  was  52  in  Gowerton,  118  in 
Swansea  Higher,  120  in  Penderry,  129  in  Swansea  Lower,  14 1 
in  Loughor,  and  145  in  Llandilo-Talybont.  Of  the  102  deaths 
of  infants,  5 were  due  to  congenital  defects,  15  to  premature 
birth,  20  to  enteritis  or  gastro-enteritis,  1 to  gastritis,  12  to 
atrophy,  marasmus,  or  debility  from  birth,  2 to  measles,  3 to 
turberculous  diseases  3 to  non  tuberculous  meningitis,  23  to 
convulsions,  3 to  bronchitis,  10  to  pneumonia,  1 to  suffocation 
and  4 to  other  causes.  The  deaths  from  enteritis  and  gastro- 
enteritis number  one  fifth  of  the  whole  and  a very  large 
proportion  of  those  are  doubtless  due  to  improper  feeding. 
Convulsions  accounted  for  practically  one  fourth  of  the  infant 
mortality,  and  digestive  disorders  are  the  most  common  causes 


of  convulsions  in  infants.  A little  more  than  one  third  of  the 
total  infantile" mortality  occurred  before  the  age  of  one  month, 
and  over  half  occurred  before  the  age  of  three  months.  (See 
Table  XV).  A fruitful  source  of  danger  to  infants  is  the  use  of 
the  dummy  teat,  which,  when  it  falls  to  the  ground,  is  often 
replaced  in  the  infant  s mouth  without  being  adequately 
cleansed.  No  married  women  are  employed  in  the  works  of 
this  district.  Very  few  women  who  are  physically  fit  to  suckle 
their  children  omit  to  do  so  in  this  district. 

The  rate  of  infant  mortality  amongst  legitimate  children 
during  1908  was  123  per  1000,  whilst  that  of  illegitimates  was 
261  per  1000. 

The  Llandilo-Talybont  parish  rate  of  infantile  mortality  in 
1908  was  high,  145  per  1000,  but  it  is  particularly  unsatisfactory 
in  that  16  out  of  the  37  infant  deaths  were  due  to  enteritis  or 
gastro-enteritis.  In  fact  16  out  of  the  21  deaths  registered 
from  enteritis  and  gastro-enteritis  in  the  whole  Division  were 
registered  from  this  one  parish,  a parish  which  is  developing 
very  rapidly  but  in  which  adequate  powers  for  dealing  with 
sewerage  and  drainage  problems  have  not  yet  been  acquired  in 
the  southern  half,  whilst  the  sewer  for  the  northern  part  is  only 
in  course  of  construction. 

The  high  infantile  mortality  rate  for  Loughor  in  1908  was 
largely  due  to  the  occurrence  of  3 deaths  from  congenital  defects 
and  the  occurrence  of  a good  many  twin  births,  many  of  the 
twins  being  too  weakly  to  exist  long,  those  two  classes  com- 
bined with  the  deaths  from  premature  birth  accounting  tor  over 
50  per  cent  of  the  infant  deaths  in  Loughor 

The  notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  been  adopted, 
as  it  is  not  quite  a satisfactory  measure  and  requires  amendment. 

No  uncertified  deaths  were  registered  during  1908. 

Inquests  were  held  in  32  cases  or  over  8*5  per  cent  of  the 
whole. 

The  deaths  of  3 vagrants  are  included  amongst  the  Deaths 
registered  in  this  Division  in  1908,  as  are  also  four  accidental 
deaths  of  visitors.

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Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. 

Fifty-nine  cases  of  diphtheria,  9 of  erysipelas,  44  of  scarlet 
fever,  22  of  enteric  fever,  and  3 of  puerperal  fever  were  notified 
during  1908,  a total  of  137,  which  is  exactly  two-thirds  of  the 
average  number  notified  during  the  six  preceding  years,  viz.,  206. 

Diphtheria. 

Fifty-nine  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  1908,  6 
in  Llandilo-Talybont,  3 in  Penderry,  6 in  Swansea  Higher,  19 
in  Loughor  and  25  in  Gowerton.  Six  cases  proved  fatal.  Nine 
patients  were  removed  to  hospital. 

The  Gowerton  cases  occurred  in  the  form  of  three  little 
outbreaks  separated  by  intervals  of  four  to  five  months. 
Those  outbreaks  were  possibly  linked  together  by  the  occurra^ce 
of  mild  unrecognised  cases.  Most  of  the  notified  cases  occurred 
SPOSlIyGn  houses  which  were  either  insanitary  in  themselves  or 
had  damp  insanitary  surroundings,  those  insanitary  conditions 
predisposing  the  children  to  the  disease  by  weakening  their 
general  health.  The  disease  was  largely  spread  by  imperfect 
isolation,  and  one  parent  was  prosecuted  and  convicted  for 
wilful  exposure  of  a child.  Five  of  the  Gowerton  patients  were 
removed  to  Hospital. 

The  Llandilo-Talybont,  Penderry  and  Swansea  Higher 
cases  occurred  in  portions  of  my  district  where  drainage  is 
totally  absent  and  where  the  surroundings  are  bad. 

The  Loughor  cases  almost  all  occurred  in  October  and 
November  and  with  the  exception  of  three  cases  they  all  occurred 
in  Upper  Loughor  and  centred  round  one  school  only,  viz., 
Loughor  National  School. 

The  outbreak  in  Upper  Loughor  in  October  and  November 
presented  some  interesting  features.  My  assistant  was  called 
to  see  a child  8 years  old  in  Upper  Loughor,  and  found 
diphtheritic  deposits  in  her  throat.  He  then  examined  two 
other  children  of  the  family  who  had  been  ailing  but 
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were  then  apparently  convalescent,  and  found  traces  of 
deposits  present  in  their  throats,  and  he  also  discovered  that 
about  a fortnight  previously  another  member  of  the  family  had 
been  suffering  from  sore  throat  but  had  resumed  attendance  at 
school.  Only  on  the  occurrence  of  the  fourth  and  gravest  case 
had  the  parents  been  sufficiently  alarmed  to  call  in  a medical 
man.  Bacteriological  examination  showed  that  the  cases  were 
true  diphtheria.  The  fourth  case  in  this  family  proved  rapidly 
fatal.  Eleven  other  cases  soon  after  occurred  in  Upper  Loughor, 
and  the  only  circumstance  they  had  in  common  was  attendance 
at  Loughor  National  School.  The  children  in  the  infected  area 
attended  four  elementary  schools,  but  all  the  patients  belonged 
to  one  school  only,  viz.,  Loughor  National  School.  The  evidence 
pointed  conclusively  to  school  infection,  and  as  there  was 
considerable  danger  that  some  unrecognised  case  might  have 
occurred  and  continued  to  attend  school,  I recommended 
closure  of  that  school  for  three  weeks,  especially  as  it  is  well 
known  that  diphtheria  germs  may  persist  in  the  throat  for 
several  weeks  after  the  total  disappearance  of  all  deposits.  No 
further  families  were  attacked  after  the  school  closure  had  been 
in  force  five  days. 

One  case  of  diphtheria  in  Swansea  Higher  occurred  on  a 
dairy  farm.  The  patient  v7as  removed  to  hospital  and  pre- 
cautions were  taken  to  protect  the  milk  from  contamination. 
No  disease  w'as  found  in  the  cows  or  any  domestic  animals,  and 
no  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  amongst  those  who  got  their 
milk  supply  from  this  dairy. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. 

Twenty-two  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  notified  during  1908, 
10  in  Llandilo-Talybont,  3 in  Penderry,  3 in  Swansea  Higher, 
3 in  Loughor,  and  3 in  Gowerton,  but  only  one  death  occurred. 
Eight  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  one  from  a gipsy’s  tent, 
one  from  a house  let  in  lodgings,  and  the  others  from  houses 
where  means  of  proper  isolation  were  not  available.  There  was 
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nothing  specially  noteworthy  about  any  of  the  cases,  but  most 
of  the  patients  resided  in  houses  whose  sanitary  surroundings 
were  bad  owing  to  the  want  of  drainage,  and  one  of  the  houses 
was  in  itself  very  insanitary,  besides  being  overcrowded. 

Erysipelas. 

Nine  cases  of  erysipelas  were  notified  in  1908,  but  no  deaths 
occurred. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Forty-four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  1908, 
and  in  addition  to  that  number  3 cases  sent  to  hospital  as 
diphtheria  weie  found  on  admission  to  be  suffering  from  scarlet 
fever  as  well. 

The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  distributed  over  the  whole 
division,  but  nearly  half  the  cases  occurred  in  Llandilo-Talybont 
where  20  were  notified,  whilst  6 were  notified  in  Penderry,  5 in 

Swansea  Higher,  3 in  Swansea  Lower,  7 in  Loughor,  and  3 in 
Gowerton. 

No  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  were  recorded  during  1908. 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  Hospital,  one 
of  them  from  a shop. 

Whooping  Cough. 

A considerable  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  occurred 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  at  the  same  time  as  an  epidemic  of 
measles,  and  the  school  closure,  which  had  to  be  adopted  in 
consequence  of  measles,  no  doubt  proved  helpful  in  checking 
the  spread  of  the  whooping  cough.  One  death  from  whooping 
cough  was  recorded  in  1908. 

Measles. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1908,  outbreaks  of  measles 
occurred  all  over  my  district  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  close 
almost  every  school  in  the  Division.  In  some  of  the  schools  I tried 
the  experiment  of  keeping  only  the  infant  departments  closed, 


but  that  did  not  prove  quite  so  successful  as  when  all  depart- 
were  closed,  the  reason  no  doubt  being'  that  m a rural 
district  where  measles  only  come,  along  in  epidemic  waves,  a 

considerable  number  of  children  are  to  be  found  in  the  mixed 

departments  who  have  not  suffered  from  Measles  and  are  still 
susceptible. 

Twelve  deaths  from  Measles  occurred  during  jqo8. 

Tuberculosis. 

Compulsory  notification  of  all  cases  of  tuberculosis 
associated  with  discharges  ought  to  be  made  general  all  over 
the  United  Kingdom.  A good  many  years  ago,  your  Council, 
acting  on  my  advice,  applied  to  the  Local  Government  Board 
for  power  to  make  notification  compulsory  in  your  District,  but 
that  consent  was  refused,  though  the  Board  stated  that  they 
were  willing  to  sanction  the  payment  of  fees  for  voluntary 
notification.  Any  medical  officer  of  health  who  possesses  an 
imtimate  knowledge  M the  conditions  of  general  practice  knows 
well  that  voluntary  notification  is  impracticable  I trust  that  the 
obligation  imposed  since  ist  January,  1909  upon  parish  medical- 
officers  to  notify  cases  of  tuberculosis  amongst  paupers  is  an 
indication  that  the  Local  Government  Board  will  ere  long 
introduce  legislation  to  make  notification  of  tuberculosis 
compulsory  in  every  district. 

Meanwhile  the  sanitary  war  against  tuberculosis  must 
continue  to  be  waged  on  the  plan  that  has  already  proved  so 
successful,  viz.,  by  providing  healthy  clean  dwellings  with  plenty 
of  light  and  plenty  of  ventilation  and  on  a well-drained  site. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Kingsbridge  Small  Pox  Hospital  is  still  available  but 
unused  as  it  is  nearly  seven  years  since  we  had  a case  of  small 
pox  in  the  distiict. 

The  Garngoch  Fever  Hospital  has  not  been  so  much  utilised 
during  the  past  eighteen  months  as  it  used  to  btr,  for  the  County 
Council  after  insisting  on  your  Council  erecting  a Hospital 
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with  sixteen  beds  towards  which  they  would  contribute  if  the 
building  was  erected  of  stone  and  lime,  utterly  refuse  to  con- 
tribute to  the  cost  of  a Hospital  with  30  beds,  only  because  the 
pavilions  are  constructed  of  corrugated  iron  with  match  boarding 
and  double  layers  of  felt.  When  your  Council  subsequently  erected 
an  administrative  block  in  stone  and  line,  you  did  so  under  the 
impression  ihat  a promise  had  been  made  to  consider  favourably 
the  claims  of  Garngoch  Fever  Hospital  to  a grant  towards  the 
establishment  and  structural  expenses  of  the  Hospital.  After 
the  expenditure  of  that  money  by  your  Council,  you  are  still 
met  with  a blank  refusal  of  your  request  for  contributions  from 
the  County  Council.  Whatever  may  be  said  in  favour  of  the 
County  Council  refusing  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  an 
Isolation  Hospital,  whose  pavilions  are  not  constructed  of  stone 
and  lime,  nothing  whatever  can  be  said  in  defence  of  the 
County  Council’s  refusal  to  contribute  towards  the  establishment 
expenses.  The  Garngoch  Fever  Hospital  had  been  run  on  the 
best  lines  ; no  expense  was  spared  to  keep  the  staff  always 
strong  enough  ; the  medical  superintendent  had  plenary  powers 
for  the  engagement  of  additional  trained  nurses  from  the 
Nursing  Institute  whenever  required  ; and  everything  that  could 
be  done  to  secure  the  comfort  and  promote  the  recovery  of  Tie 
patients  was  done,  and  isolation  was  carried  out  in  your  district 
on  a scale  that  was  not  attempted  in  any  other  district  in  the 
County.  Now  that  the  County  Council  has  definitely  declined 
to  make  any  contribution*  and  the  inhabitants  of  your  district 
are  paying  towards  the  cost  of  other  Hospitals  in  other  districts  of 
the  County,  your  Council  are  forced  to  economise  and  to 
remove  to  Hospital  only  those  patients  whom  it  would  be  illegal 
to  leave  outside.  But  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  there  are 
every  year  a large  number  of  patients  who  can  legally  be  left 
out,  but  whose  removal  to  Hospital  would  improve  their  own 
chances  of  recovery,  and  also  safeguard  the  public  health  more 
effectually.  I trust  that  the  County  Council  will  reconsider 
their  attitude,  and  discharge  their  duties  towards  your  district 
in  an  impartial  manner,  uninfluenced  by  any  petty  resentment 
that  may  be  felt  by  some  as  to  your  Council  preferring  cor- 
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rugated  iron  buildings  to  buildings  of  stone  and  lime.  It  is 
very  curious  to  reflect  that  the  County  Council  refuses  to 
contribute  towards  the  maintenance  of  your  Hospital  on  account 
of  its  so-called  temporary  character,  yet  the  very  same  County 
Council  has  for  many  years  utilised  several  corrugated  it  on 
buildings  for  the  accomodation  of  hundreds  of  school  children 
within  a distance  of  less  than  two  miles  from  the  Hospital,  and 
they  cannot  plead  that  these  iron  schools  are  temporary  for  they 
have  been  used  for  years,  and  the  County  Council  have  had 
long  enough  time  to  replace  them. 

In  1 907,  123  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital,  but  in  1908, 

only  20.  These  comprised  9 cases  of  diphtheria,  9 of  enteric 

fever,  and  2 of  scarlet  fever.  Three  of  the  diphtheria  patients 

were  found  on  admission  to  be  suffering  from  scarlet  fever  as 

well.  No  deaths  occurred  in  Hospital  during  1908.  As  4 cases 

admitted  into  Hospital  in  1907  were  still  there  in  January,  1908, 

the  total  number  of  patients  treated  in  1908  was  24,  of  whom  23 

were  from  this  division,  and  one  from  the  Llangyfelach  division. 

• 

I regret  to  record  that  Miss  Fairley,  our  earliest  matron, 
severed  her  connection  with  Garngoch  Fever  Hospital  at  the 
end  of  1908.  She  was  a most  excellent  and  efficient  matron. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

To  supply  the  needs  of  the  navvies  engaged  on  the  new 
railway  line  now  in  course  of  construction  for  the  Great  Western 
Railway,  5 common  lodging  houses  have  been  provided.  They 
are  regularly  inspected,  and  two  of  them  are  models  of  cleanli- 
ness. 

Houses  let  in  Lodgings. 

No  houses  are  registered  as  let  in  lodgings,  but  the  number 
so  let  is  very  iarge  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  houses.  Most  of 
the  houses  let  in  lodgings  are  satisfactory. 

Slaughter-houses. 

There  are  20  slaughter-houses  in  this] division,  and  they  are 
in  a very  satisfactory  condition  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two. 


One  butcher  in  spite  of  all  warnings  has  continued  to  use  an 
unlicensed  slaughter-house,  and  your  Council  has  ordered  a 
prosecution. 

Other  Offensive  Trades. 

The  other  offensive  trade  are  tripe  boiling,  offal  boiling 
and  bone  boiling,  and  they  are  not  always  carried  on  in  a very 
satisfactory  manner,  and  require  very  frequent  supervision  by 
the  Inspectors. 

Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  duties  of  Inspectors  under  the  above  Acts  are  entrusted 
to  Officers  of  the  County  Constabulary  of  and  above  the  rank  of 
Sergeant,  and  Superintendent  Williams  has  very  kindly  supplied 
me  with  the  following  information  as  to  work  done  in  the 
Llandilo-  Palybont  division  during  1908  : — 63  samples  in  all 
were  taken,  including  31  of  milk,  6 of  butter,  1 of  rice,  2 of 
sago,  2 of  tapioca,  3 of  pepper,  2 of  honey,  5 of  lard,  1 of 
linseed  oil,  3 of  whiskey,  3 of  gin,  2 of  rum,  1 of  brandy,  and  1 
of  vinegar.  All  these  were  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  4 
samples  of  milk,  1 of  butter,  and  1 of  rum.  The  butter  sample 
contained  a slight  percentage  of  boracic  acid,  but  no  prosecution 
was  undertaken.  The  sample  of  rum  was  39  degrees  under 
proof;  proceedings  were  instituted  but  withdrawn.  The  vendors 
of  the  4 samples  of  milk  deficient  in  butter  fat  were  prosecuted, 
and  the  first  was  fined  ^10,  a second  £2,  and  a third  £\o  in 
respect  of  1 sample,  whilst  the  charge  against  the  same  vendor 
in  regard  to  the  other  deficient  sample  was  withdrawn. 

The  record  of  the  Police  for  1908  was  a very  good  one,  but 
I feel  that  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  ought  to  be  possessed  of  the 
power  of  acting  as  Inspectors  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 
in  addition  to  the  Police. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  132  dairies,  139  cowsheds,  and  6 milkshops  in 
this  division,  and  very  thorough  supervision  has  been  exercised 
over  them  by  your  Inspectors  during  1908,  with  the  result  that 
very  considerable  improvements  have  taken  place  during  the 
past  year. 
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One  dairyman  was  prosecuted  by  your  Council  in  1908,  and 
fined  ^5  for  failing  to  maintain  his  milk-cans  in  a constant  state 
of  cleanliness. 

Meat  Inspection. 

One  diseased  carcase  and  diseased  portions  of  4 others,  and 
some  unsound  meat  were,  at  various  times  during  the  past  year, 
destroyed  by  the  owners  at  the  request  of  your  Inspectors,  and 
this  voluntary  destruction  of  meat  unfit  for  food  rendered  formal 
seizure  of  the  meat  and  the  obtaining  of  a magistrates  order 
unnecessary. 

Veterinary  Surgeon 

In  former  Animal  Reports  I recommended  that  a Veterinary 
Surgeon  should  be  appointed,  and  I also  recommended  that 
as  most  of  the  milk  and  meat  sold  from  this  division  finds  its 
way  to  Swansea,  the  best  means  of  securing  thorough  supervision 
would  be  to  appoint  Mr.  Gladstone  Davies,  the  Veterinary 
Surgeon  for  Swansea  Town,  as  Veterinary  Surgeon  for  your 
district.  This  your  Council  very  wisely  did  in  1908,  and  also 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
appointed  him  as  assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  in  order  to  invest 
him  with  adequate  powers.  Mr.  Davies’  appointment  has 
already  greatly  strengthened  the  hands  of  your  Officers  in 
regard  to  regulation  of  milk  and  meat  supplies. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Acts 

The  number  of  workshops  on  the  Register  is  156.  They 
are  kept  well  under  observation,  and  their  condition  is  very 
satisfactory, 

One  case  of  overcrowding  was  discovered  and  abated,  and 
one  case  of  defective  ventilation  was  remedied  after  notice 

• 

Twenty  notices  to  cleanse,  limewash  or  purify  were  served 
during  1908,  and  duly  complied  with.  One  notice  was  also 
given  to  remedy  dampness  of  workshop,  and  this  defect  was 
remedied.  No  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  connection 
with  any  workshop  during  1908,  and  no  legal  proceedings  of  any 
sort  were  found  necessary.  There  are  no  underground  bake- 
houses in  this  Division. 
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Only  6 outworkers  are  employed  by  workshops  in  my 
Division.  Regular  enquiries  are  made  at  every  workshop  by 
your  inspectors  so  as  to  ascertain  whether  any  outworkers  are 
employed  whose  names  have  not  been  sent  in  to  your  Clerk, 
but  only  the  six  referred  to  were  discovered  during  1908. 

The  power  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  deal  with  cleanli- 
ness and  ventilation  of  factories  has  been  for  many  years  with- 
drawn from  it  and  transferred  to  Factory  Inspectors,  and  it  is, 
therefore,  little  use  to  present  any  report  on  factories  to  an 
authority  which  has  no  power  to  enforce  its  wishes,  Two  points, 
however,  are  worthy  of  mention  here,  viz.  : 1st,  the  necessity  for 
better  ventilation  of  the  tin -houses  of  Tinplate  Works  by  special 
fans  or  otherwise  ; and,  2nd,  the  necessity  for  getting  rid  of  the 
horrible  nuisance  due  to  the  fumes  that  arise  from  the  burning 
of  old  flux  in  Tinplate  Works  in  those  cases  where  the  vapours 
are  discharged  from  a stack  of  insufficient  height.  Those  fumes 
are  not  only  very  irritating  and  offensive  but  often  cause  attacks  of 
asthma

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Water  Supply. 

The  works  for  the  supply  of  water  to  Gorseinon  and 
Pontardulais  from  the  Swansea  Corporation’s  Reservoirs  were 
completed  in  1908,  and  now  most  of  the  houses  in  those  com- 
munities have  had  the  water  brought  into  them.  It  is  a great 
relief  to  seethe  end  of  the  old  regime  under  which  Pontardulais 
depended  on  dangerous  wells,  and  Gorseinon  depended  on 
water  carts.  Your  Council  deserve  very  great  credit  for  your 
public  spirit  and  zeal,  and  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  fact 
that  you  do  not  rest  on  the  laurels  which  you  have  won  by  the 
accomplishment  of  this  great  task,  but  have  set  yourselves 
already  to  extend  the  system  of  water  mains  to  other  villages 
You  have  already  in  1908  extended  the  water  mains  from 
Gorseinon  to  Penllergaer  ; you  are  already  extending  the  water 
mains  from  Pontardulais  to  Pontlliw,  and  you  have  a few  weeks 
ago  let  the  contract  for  extending  the  water  mains  from  Kings- 
bridge  to  Upper  and  Lower  Loughor 

As  the  water  mains  now  run  through  every  one  of  the  five 
parishes  of  this  Division,  it  will  not  be  long  before  you  complete 
the  whole  system. 

Gowerton  has  at  present  a water  supply  of  its  own  from 
Cefngoleu  Reservoir,  but  that  is  not  long  to  be  depended  upon, 
as  colliery  workings  will  probably  interfere  with  the  springs. 
For  some  years  you  have  had  a connection  between  Gowerton 
and  Waunarlwydd,  by  means  of  which,  in  emergencies,  you  can 
utilise  Cwmllwyd  water  or  Swansea  water  brought  via  Fforest- 
fach  and  Waunarlwydd.  But  as  the  water  pipes  in  Fforestfach 
have  never  been  satisfactory,  it  is  quite  time  now  for  your 
Council  to  run  a branch  from  the  new  mains  at  Kingsbridge  to 
Gowerton,  the  distance  being  only  half-a-mile. 

Fforestfach  supply  is  derived  partly  from  Cwmllwyd  and 
partly  from  Swansea  mains.  The  old  mains  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  the  Beaufort  have  always  been  uusatisfactory,  and  the 
quality  of  water  obtained  from  the  mains  there  is  not  good,  a

considerable  amount  of  film  appearing  on  the  surface  of  the 
water  soon  after  standing;  and  the  water  itself  being  rather 
unpalatable. 

As  the  new  mains  run  through  Fforestfach  there  should  be 
no  difficulty  about  utilising  them. 

Sketty  supply  is  obtained  Irom  Swansea  town,  and  is 
ample  and  excellent. 

Killay  and  Dunvant  are  supplied  from  Sketty  mains  ; the 
quantity  and  quality  are  good,  but  the  water  is  rather  unpala- 
table owing  to  the  character  of  the  mains  which  give  a tarry 
taste.  The  tarry  taste  has  persisted  for  years,  whilst  the  new 
mains  which  your  Council  provided  in  1907  and  1908  for 
Gorseinon  and  Pontardulais  have  already  ceased  to  give  a 
tarry  taste. 

Treboeth  and  Tirdeunaw  have  got  a water  supply  excellent 
in  quality,  but  totally  inadequate  in  quantity.  It  is  quite  time 
now  to  utilise  Swansea  water  to  make  up  for  the  inadequacy  of 
supply  from  rural  sources  in  Treboeth  and  Tirdeunaw. 

It  is  pleasant  to  reflect  how  different  the  water  supply  of  the 
Llandilo-Talybont  Division  is  now  from  what  it  was  in  1895, 
when  I wrote  my  first  Annual  Report.  Then  the  water  supply 
of  the  district  was  exceedingly  bad,  not  a single  village  having 
a proper  supply.  At  that  time  the  public  were  always  being  told 
of  the  great  things  the  Sanitary  Authority  were  going  to  do  for 
them,  and  endless  schemes  were  from  time  to  time  brought 
forward  to  make  an  imposing  show,  but  nothing  tangible  ever 
resulted  from  them.  Your  Council,  however,  during  the  last 
five  years  has  worked  out  the  problems  of  water  supply  in  real 
earnest,  and  has  accomplished  a task  which  the  pessimists 
prophesied  would  never  be  seriously  attempted. 
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Drainage. 

The  village  ot  Gowerton  is  the  only  one  which  possesses  a 
system  of  sewerage,  but  unfortunately  that  system  is  a most 
incomplete  one  and  requires  very  great  extension,  as  many 
streets  are  undrained  and  in  a very  bad  condition.  The  outfall 
also  requires  improvement. 

The  Pontardulais  sewer  was  begun  in  1908  and  will  soon 
be  completed.  Considerable  extensions  of  this  will,  however, 
require  to  be  carried  out  as  the  soon  as  present  scheme  is  com- 
pleted. 

Drainage  is  urgently  required  in  Sketty  and  your  Council, 
after  years  of  anxious  consideration,  prepared  an  excellent 
scheme,  and  applied  for  a loan.  An  inquiry  wis  held  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  in  August,  1908,  and  a subsequent 
inspection  was  made  by  a representative  of  the  Fisheries  Board. 
The  latter  body  objects  to  the  proposed  sewer  on  the  ground 
that  the  sewage  may  contaminate  oyster  beds  at  Mumbles 
Seeing  that  the  sewage  of  over  1 00,000  people  is  already 
discharged  into  Swansea  Bay  in  a crude  state,  it  requires  a 
considerable  amount  of  imagination  to  believe  that  the  discharge 
of  the  purified  sewage  of  a population  of  a little  over  2,000 
would  materially  increase  the  present  risks  of  contamination  of 
the  oysters.  If  the  risks  of  contamination  are  so  very  great  as 
the  Fisheries  Board  experts  consider  them  to  be,  then  the 
Fisheries  Board  ought  to  take  steps  to  have  the  oyster  beds  trans- 
ferred to  a more  suitable  place  than  Swansea  Bay  which  receives 
the  sewage  of  large  and  ever  increasing  districts,  both  urban  and 
rural.  If  people  are  not  allowed  now  to  carry  on  trades  con- 
nected with  the  supply  of  milk  and  meat  except  on  premises  free 
from  all  risks  of  contamination,  surely  it  is  time  to  compel  those 
engaged  in  oyster  fishery  to  provide  places  suitable  for  their 
industry.  And  it  seems  strange  that  the  financial  interests  of  a 
few  Mumbles  oyster  fishermen  should  be  of  more  importance 
than  the  public  health  of  a large  population  living  around 
Swansea  Bay.  The  Government  ought  to  grant  the  Mumbles 
fishermen  compensation  for  interference  with  an  old  industry, 
and  then  transfer  the  oyster  industry  elsewhere. 
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Treboeth,  Caersalem  and  Tirdeunaw  are  in  urgent  need  of 
drainage,  and  a scheme  is  now  under  consideration  for  the 
provision  of  a joint  sewer  for  that  area  which  would  serve  both 
Swansea  Town  and  the  two  Divisions  of  your  District. 

Gorseinon  is  in  urgent  need  of  a sewer,  and  application  was 
made  three  years  ago  for  a loan  for  the  construction  of  a sewer 
to  discharge  into  the  tidal  portion  of  the  river  Lliw.  The 
inquiry  was  held  in  May,  1906,  on  the  same  day  as  that  in 
regard  to  the  Pontardulais  sewer.  Both  sewers  were  intended 
to  discharge  into  the  same  tidal  river  at  different  points,  but 
though  the  Pontardulais  scheme  was  duly  sanctioned,  the 
Gorseinon  scheme  is  still  under  consideration  owing  to  opposition 
from  Llanelly  public  bodies.  Such  delays  are  but  very  poor 
encouragement  for  a Sanitary  Authority  in  its  efforts  to  render 
its  district  fit  for  its  ever  increasing  population. 

Drainage  is  required  in  Fforestfach,  and  a portion  of  that 
area  can  be  connected  with  the  Swansea  Corporation  sewer. 
The  chief  parts  of  Fforestfach,  however,  can  only  be  drained 
when  opposition  to  the  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  Buriy 
Estuary  is  overcome. 

The  drainage  of  Loughor  is  very  much  required,  but  here 
also  it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  a complete  scheme  without  the 
sanction  of  the  Board  being  obtained  ; or  the  discharge  of 
sewage  into  the  Burry  Estuary: 

River  Pollution. 

River  pollution  is  inevitable  until  sewers  have  been  pro- 
vided, and  any  attempt  to  check  it  until  then  would  be  most 
unwise. 


Scavenging  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

As  the  water  supply  of  the  Division  used  to  be  very  bad,  coming 
too  high,  water-closets  were  the  exception  and  nottherule,and  pail 
privies  are  still  almost  universal,  and  scavenging  contractors  are 
employed  to  remove  the  contents  of  the  pails  once  a week. 
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This  work  was  done  fairly  well  during  1908,  but  grave 
irregularities  often  occur,  and  the  proceedings  of  several  of  the 
contractors  weie  brought  under  your  notice  during  the  past 
year.  The  time  has  now  come  when  your  Council  ought  to 
keep  a staff  of  scavengers,  and  organise  a proper  Cleansing 
Department.  I beg  to  recommend  that  contracts  should  be 
entered  into  for  the  coming  twelve  months  as  usual,  but  that  a 
Committee  of  your  Council  should  be  appointed  at  once  to  go 
fully  into  matters  with  the  assistance  of  the  inspectors,  and 
endeavour  to  frame  a satisfactory  scheme  which  could  be  brought 
into  operation  in  1910. 

The  removal  of  household  refuse  by  contractors  is  carried 
out  daily  in  Gorseinon  and  Gowerton,  and  once  a week  in  the 
other  villages. 

Street  cleansing  is  almost  unknown  in  this  Division,  and 
it  ought  lo  be  properly  attended  to  in  populous  villages. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

The  houses  of  the  working  classes  are  as  a rule  very  good. 
They  contain  generally  five  or  six  rooms,  and  the  more  modern 
ones  contain  as  a rule  seven  rooms.  There  is  plenty  of  airspace 
in  and  around  dwellings.  1 he  backyards,  however,  are  seldom 
paved,  and  the  surroundings  are  not  so  clean  as  they  would  be 

if  scavenging  were  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  staff  instead  of 

by  contractors.  The  lack  of  drainage  also  in  the  large  com- 
munities greatly  hampers  the  efforts  of  both  the  Sanitary 
Authority  and  the  occupiers  to  secure  cleanliness  of  the 
surroundings.  Dampness  of  walls  is  regrettably  common.  The 
stairs  and  landings  are  as  a rule  badly  lighted,  and  badly 
ventilated,  and  the  avoidance  of  the  repetition  of  this  defect  in 
new  houses  ought  to  specially  engage  the  attention  of  your 
Plans  Committee. 

The  erection  of  new  houses  goes  on  at  a rapid  rate,  over 
1,000  houses  having  been  erected  during  the  last  hve  years,  but 
still  the  supply  is  quite  inadequate  to  the  demand  owing  to  the 
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steady  development  of  industries;  and  the  number  of  wage 
earners  who  lodge  in  this  Division,  and  whose  families  live 
elsewhere,  is  very  large. 

Five  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered  and  abated 
in  1908. 

3 1 houses  were  reported  to  your  Council  as  unfit  for 
habitation,  and  of  these  3 have  been  demolished,  and  12 
rendered  fit  for  habitation,  whilst  9 are  in  process  of  repair,  and 
7 have  not  yet  been  attended  to.  No  legal  proceedings  were 
taken  during  the  year,  a very  uncommon  state  of  things  in  this 
Division. 

The  houses  of  the  working  classes  are  as  a whole  kept  in  a 
very  tidy  and  cleanly  state,  but  to  this  rule  there  are,  unfor- 
tunately, a certain  number  of  exceptions,  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  serve  eight  notices  during  1908  for  the  cleansing  of 
filthy  houses. 

Midwives’  Act 

The  administration  of  this  Act  is  entirely  in  the  hands  of 
the  County  Council.  This  central  administration  secures 
impartiality,  and  is  doubtless  an  excellent  thing  in  a District 
whose  Council  is  weak.  But  where,  as  in  this  Division,  the 
District  Council  is  a strong  and  energetic  one,  then  the  Act 
would  be  much  better  administered  if  the  County  Council 
delegated  its  powers  to  the  local  Sanitary  Authority,  which  is  in 
a much  better  position  to  discover  irregularities  than  a central 
body  fifty  miles  away. 

Inspectors  of  Nuisances. 

The  two  Inspectors  of  Nuisances  have  been  for  years 
possessed  of  fixity  of  tenure,  and  are,  therefore,  in  a position  to 
discharge  their  important  duties  without  fear  or  favour.  They 
are  both  excellent  officers. 

The  following  Table  gives  particulars  of  the  most  important 
details  of  the  Inspectors’  work  during  1908,  the  first  column 
referring  to  Mr.  D.  R.  Thomas’s  district  and  the  second  to  that 
of  Mr.  M.  L.  Jones  : —

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Private  Streets. 

Durino  the  past  year  Gorseinon  Terrace  and  Eynon  Street, 
Gorseinon,  were  levelled,  paved,  curbed  and  channelled  by  your 
Council  in  virtue  of  urban  powers  granted  some  years  ago  in 
respect  of  those  streets. 

Many  of  the  private  streets  in  this  Division  are  in  a very 
bad  condition,  and  amongst  them  may  be  mentioned  Brvnteg 
Road,  Grove  Street,  Mill  Street,  Railway  Terrace,  and  Dyffryn 
Terrace,  Gorseinon  ; Shaw  Street,  Gowerton  ; Victoria  Road, 
and  Stepney  Road,  Waunarlwydd;  Cory  Street,  Llewelyn  Street, 
Harry  Street,  and  Lewis  Street,  Sketty  ; Penlan  Road,  Cae  Pys 
Road  and  Park  Hill  Road,  Preboeth  ; Glanyrafon  Street,  Cross 
Street,  Upper  Oakfield  Street,  Foundry  Road,  Cambrian  Place, 
and  James  Street,  Pontardulais ; and  Gustavus  Road,  Fforestfach. 

Your  Council  have  several  times  applied  in  vain  for  urban 
pcwers  under  Section  150,  PH. A,  1870,  for  the  whole  of  your 
District  or  for  particular  portions,  but  almost  always  in  vain. 
You  have  also  applied  in  vain  for  power  to  adopt  the  Private 
Streets  Works  Act  for  your  whole  District.  At  present  your 
Council  is  applying  for  power  to  adopt  the  Private  Streets 
Works’  Act  in  Pontardulais,  on  the  ground  that  you  are  now 
providing  a sewer  there. 

The  excellent  results  obtained  in  the  past  from  the  use  of 
urban  powers  under  Section  150  in  various  parts  of  the  District 
ought  to  induce  the  Local  Government  Board  to  intrust  you  with 
further  urban  powers,  as  your  District  is  of  an  urban  character, 
though  rural  in  name. 


Bye-Laws  as  to  New  Streets  and  Buildings. 

The  weak  point  in  your  Council’s  administration  is  that 
you  continue  to  tolerate  irregularities  in  regard  to  new  streets 
and  buildings,  and  that  you)  bye-laws  regarding  curbing  and 
channelling  and  width  of  streets  are  not  enforced  in  an  impartial 
manner.  In  some  parts  of  your  District  those  bye-laws  are 
enforced  with  rigour,  whilst  in  others  they  are  absolutely  ignored. 
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The  conditions  of  such  private  streets  as  Brynteg  Road  and 
Dyffryn  Terrace,  Gorseinon.  are  flagrant  examples  of  total 
disregard  of  your  bye-laws,  and  the  state  of  several  of  the 
district  roads  such  as  Belgrave  Road,  Loughor,  is  almost  equally 
discreditable.  On  the  main  district  road  from  Gorseinon  to 
Pontardulais  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Grovesend  is  to  be  found 
a collection  of  houses  which  have  provided  neither  curbing  and 
channelling  nor  a proper  roadway.  In  some  cases,  also,  no  road 
at  all  is  provided  for  a new  house.  Much  of  this  mischief 
is  due  to  the  fact  ihat  your  Council  possesses  two  Surveyors, 
a Road  Surveyor  and  a Sanitary  Surveyor,  and  that;  those  two 
officials  instead  of  seeing  eye  to  eye  seem  to  have  no  idea  of 
co  operating  with  each  other  to  secure  the  common  good.  The 
Sanitary  Surveyor  is  too  accommodating  in  the  matter  of 
granting  certificates  of  completion,  and  the  Road  Surveyor  is  a 
stickler  for  the  letter  of  the  law  rather  than  for  its  spirit.  The 
Sanitary  Surveyor  certifies  that  a house  is  fit  for  occupation,  the 
Road  Surveyor  by-and-by  refuses  to  put  a single  stone  down  to 
keep  in  repair  the  new  portion  added  to  the  width  of  the  road 
in  front  of  the  house,  assigning  as  his  reason  the  statement  that 
the  new  portion  of  road  was  not  properly  constructed,  and  so 
the  new  portions  of  the  road  soon  become  dangerous. 

The  actual  supervision  of  the  buildings  themselves  is  good. 


Back  Lanes. 

fhe  back  lanes  provided  as  secondary  means  of  access  for 

the  use  of  scavengers  are  always  a source  of  great  trouble  and 
annoyance. 


Those  lanes  which  are  provided  in  order  to  comply  with 
your  bye-laws  are,  unfortunately,  very  often  badly  constructed 
and  soon  get  out  of  repair,  and  as  no  one  in  particular  carries 
out  the  necessary  repairs  from  time  to  time,  a back  Jane  gets  into 
such  a state,  that  eventually  the  scavenger  goes  more  and  more 
rarely  to  it,  and  it  gets  into  a very  filthy  state  ; when  it  reaches 
t at  stage,  an  appeal  is  made  to  your  Council,  and  after  a lot 
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of  grumbling,  partial  repairs  are  carried  out  by  your  Council 
your  Council  at  the  same  time  disclaiming  all  responsibility  for 
repairs. 

The  only  rational  method  of  procedure  is  for  your  Council 
to  instruct  the  Sanitary  Surveyor  not  to  grant  certificates  of 
completion  of  new  houses  until  satisfactory  back  lanes  have  been 
constructed,  and  also  to  instruct  your  Road  Surveyor  to  accept 
responsibility  for  the  upkeeep  of  those  back  lanes,  once  they 
have  been  certified  as  satisfactory  by  one  of  your  Surveyors. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. 

The  County  Education  Committee  have  appointed  three 
whole-time  Medical  Inspectors  of  Schools,  but  I cannot  under- 
stand how  it  will  be  possible  for  this  small  number  to  adequately 
examine  the  School  children  of  such  a large  population  as  is 
assigned  to  them. 

I presume  that  Dr.  Williams,  the  County  M.O.H.,  will  soon 
publish  a report  as  to  the  results  of  inspection  of  the  School 
children  of  this  Division. 

Schools. 

At  Penllergaer  there  is  not  sufficient  room  in  the  original 
School  buildings,  and  for  years  two  corrugated  iron  buildings 
have  been  used  to  accommodate  some  of  the  classes.  One  of 
those  buildings,  formerly  a Drill  Hall,  is  heated  by  hot  water 
pipes;  the  other  is  only  heated  by  a stove  which  often  gives  off 
such  very  bad  fumes  as  to  be  dangerous,  and  which  is  sometimes 
so  smoky  that  a fire  cannot  be  lit  in  it,  and  on  some  occasions 
during  the  present  winter  children  of  five  to  six  years  old  had 
to  sit  in  that  building  without  a fire  at  a temperature  of  only  8° 
above  freezing  point,  a state  of  things  which  naturally  makes 
the  parents  very  indignant. 

At  Gorseinon  Council  School  the  Boys1  Department  is 
provided  only  with  temporary  buildings  of  corrugated  iron  As 
some  of  the  classes  of  this  Department  have  for  many  years  been 
taught  only  in  temporary  buildings,  it  is  quite  time  that 


permanent  buildings  were  erected.  Gorseinon  Council  School 
has  no  proper  water  supply,  for  a private  service  from  the  water 
mains  has  not  yet  been  provided  by  the  County  Education 
Committee  though  private  houses  in  Gorseinon  obtained  private 
services  half  a year  ago.  This  grave  delay  on  the  part  of  the 
Committee  is  quite  indefensible. 

Kingsbridge  Council  School  with  accommodation  for  283 
was  opened  in  1908  ; it  is  a good  modern  school  heated  by  hot 
water  pipes,  and  with  a proper  water  supply  and  w.c.’s 

Loughor  Council  School  is  overcrowded,  and  when  the 
proposed  extension  takes  place  the  present  building,  whose  floor 
is  far  below  the  level  of  the  highway,  ought  to  have  its  walls 
raised  and  its  floor  raised  also.  The  ventilation  is  not  good  in 
the  Infants’  Class-room.  There  is  no  supply  of  drinking  water 
on  the  premises,  but  there  is  a well  by  the  roadside  near  at  hand. 
In  a few  months  your  new  water  mains  will  be  laid  in  front  of 
this  school. 

Loughor  National  School  has  got  its  Infant  Department 
overcrowded ; there  is  insufficient  light  in  the  lavatory  and 
cloakroom,  which  is  so  dark  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  recog- 
nise the  children  ; there  is  no  proper  water  supply,  and  so  many 
children  wash  in  the  same  water  that  it  becomes  filthy ; the  pail 
privies  are  in  a bad  state,  the  roof,  doors,  and  seats  being 
broken.  The  new  water  mains  will  be  laid  in  front  of  this 
school  in  a few  months. 

Penyrheol  Council  School  has  had  water  pipes  laid  lately 
but  they  have  not  yet  been  connected  with  the  mains,  and  the 
water  supply  at  present  is  very  bad  ; here,  as  at  Gorseinon 

Council  School,  the  County  Committee  are  to  blame  for  great 
delay, 

e 

In  Pontardulais  National  School  one  of  the  class-rooms  is 
often  much  overcrowded  by  the  assembling  of  two  classes  in  the 
same  room  ; this  could  easily  be  avoided, 
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In  Pontardulais  Council  School  the  ventilating  valves  in  the 
Boys’  Department  often  get  out  of  order.  The  lavatory  and 
cloak-room  in  the  Girls’  Department  is  not  properly  ventilated 
and  is  rather  dark,  and  one  class-room  in  the  same  department 
is  not  adequately  lighted. 

Sketty  National  School  is  overcrowded,  but  the  County 
Council  are  erecting  a new  school  in  Sketty,  which  is  now  ready 
for  roofing,  and  which  will  relieve  the  congestion  of  the  National 
School.  The  lighting  is  not  quite  satisfactory  in  Sketty 
National  School. 

Killay  Mixed  and  Infant  School  is  overcrowded,  and  not 
too  well  lighted  ; a new  Council  School  is  about  to  be  erected 
at  Killay. 

Dunvant  Council  School  is  overcrowded,  but  this  will  be 
more  or  less  relieved  by  the  erection  of  the  new  school  at  Killay. 
Both  lighting  and  ventilation  are  defective  at  Dunvant  School. 

Gowerton  Boys’  School  is  well  heated,  well  lighted  and  well 
ventilated,  and  so  also  is  Gowerton  Intermediate  School,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Headmaster’s  room,  which  is  badly  lighted. 

Gowerton  Girls  and  Infant  School  has  some  rooms  not  well 
lighted,  and  neither  is  Waunarlwydd  Council  School  satisfactory 
as  regards  light. 

St.  Peter’s  National  School  has  one  room  not  well  lighted. 

Cadle  Council  School’s  Mixed  Department  is  badly  lighted 
and  possesses  a defective  stove. 

Gendros  Council  School  was  extended  during  1908;  the 
lighting  of  this  school  is  not  quite  satisfactory. 

Tirdeunaw  Council  School  has  three  rooms,  which  are  not 
satisfactorily  lighted,  and  the  closet  accommodation  for  girls  is 
insufficient. 
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The  heating  arrangements  in  most  of  the  Schools  in  this 
Division  are  unsatisfactory  in  that  the  usual  method  is  to  employ 
a single  fire  to  warm  a large  room.  The  heat  cannot  possibly 
be  properly  distributed  by  such  a method,  and  the  more  distant 
portions  of  the  room  are  very  cold. 

The  new  Education  Code  directs,  that  names  of  children 
excluded  from  schools  by  order  of  Sanitary  Authority,  on 
account  of  infectious  disease,  are  not  to  be  reckoned  as  on  the 
School  Registers  during  the  period  of  exclusion,  and  this 
provision  has  already  made  the  relations  between  the  Sanitary 
Authority  and  the  Educational  Authority  a little  more  cordial 
than  it  had  been  for  a few  years  past. 


I regret  to  state  however  that  the  attitude  of  the  County 
Education  Committee  on  the  question  of  school  closure  is  still 
very  unsatisfactory,  and  that  they  have  never  withdrawn  their 
obnoxious  circular  of  several  years  ago  to  Headmasters  warning 
them  not  to  close  their  schools  on,  the  order  of  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  but  to  take  orders  for  school  closure  from  an  offi&^[ 
at  Cardiff  alone.  This  attitude  is  quite  unworthy  of  a committee 
of  Glamorgan  County  Council,  which  professes  to  be  an  example 
in  sanitary  matters  to  all  local  Sanitary  Authorities,  and  the  deplor- 
able result  is  that  needless  friction  occurs  every  time  a school  is 
closed  by  order  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  for  the  prevention  of 
infectious  disease. 
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Last  month  a teacher  was  suspended  from  her  duties  by  the 
headmaster  at  my  request  because  of  the  existence  of  diphtheria 
/ On  her  famjly,  and  the  County  Education  Committee  wrote  to 
your  Council  asking  you  to  order  me  not  to  suspend  a teacher 
in  future,  but  to  refer  the  matter  to  Cardiff,  where  apparently  all 
wisdom  dwells,  and  they  also  wrote  to  the  headmaster  warning 
him  not  to  suspend  any  teacher  in  future  at  the  request  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Such  a trivial  matter  as  danger  to 
( the  health  and  lives  of  school  children  through  needless  delay 
1 - is  apparently  beneath  tje  notice  of  the  County  Education  Com- 
mittee. Section  16  of  the  Local  Government  Board’s  Memo- 
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randum  states  that  “ School  closure  is  occasionally  necessary  on 
account  of  infectious  sickness  in  the  master’s  family,  which 
would  involve  risk  to  the  scholars  ” Surely  the  voluntary  and 
prompt  suspension  of  a teacher  for  a fortnight  is  much  more 
advantageous  to  the  County  Education  Committee  and  the 
public  at  large  than  the  closure  of  the  school  for  the  same 
period. 

During  the  past  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  close 
Loughor  National  School  in  consequence  of  an  outbreak  of 
diphtheria  referred  to  in  an  earlier  portion  of  this  report. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  most  of  the  schools  in 
my  Division  had  to  be  closed  in  consequence  of  an  epidemic  of 
measles. 

Y large  number  of  children  have  had  to  be  excluded  from 
various  schools  during  the  past  year  in  consequence  of  itch  and 
ringworm.  The  amount  of  itch  amongst  schoolchildren  in  this 
Division  has  been  very  far  beyond  the  normal  during  the  past 
year,  a result  most  probably  due  to  the  unusual  number  of 
labourers  of  a more  or  less  casual  or  itinerant  type  employed  in 
various  parts  of  the  Division  on  new  works,  who  infect  those 
resident  in  their  lodgings. 

The  five  tables  prescribed  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
are  appended  to  this  Report  and  numbered  XI  to  XV. 

I have  during  the  past  yeat  made  systematic  inspection  of 
my  District  from  time  to  time.
